UiVITEDSTAlES  or  AMERICA, 
A PROCLAMATION. 

WHEREAS  a treaty  between  the 
United  States  of  America,  and  the 
Sachems,  chiefs  and  warriors  of  the 
Wyandot,  Ottawa,  Chippaw^  Mun- 
fee  and  Delaware,  Shawaaflte  and 
Pottawatamie  nations,  IVolden 

at  Fort  Induftry,  on  the  Miami  of 
the  lake,  on  the  fourth  day  of  July, 
Anno  Domini,  one  thoufand  eight 
hundred  and  five,  and  was  duly  rat- 
ified and  confirmed  by  the  Prefident 
of  the  United  States,  on  Blie  twenty 
fourth  day  of  April,  in  the  year  of 
our  Lord,  one  thoufand  eight  hun 
dred  and  fix,  by  and  with  the  ad- 
vice and  confent  of  the  Senate, 
which  treaty  is  in  the  words  follow- 
ing, to  wit : V 

A treaty  between  the  United 
States  of  Ainerica,  and  the  fachems, 
chiefs  and  warriors  of^tjie  Wyandot, 
Ottawa,  Chipawa,  Alunl'e’f  and 
Delawire,  Shawanee  and  Pottawat- 
ima  nations,  holden  at  F'ort  Induf- 
try, on  the  Miami  of  the  la'ke,  on 
the  fourtli  day  of  July,  Anno  Domi- 
ni, one  thouland  eight  hundred  and 
five. 

Article  I.  The  faid  Indian  na- 
tions do  again  acknowlege  them- 
felves  and  all  their  tribes,  to  be  in 
friendfliip  with,  and  under  the  pro- 
tedlion  oJ'  the  United  States. 

Art.  II.  The  boundary  line  be- 
tween the  United  States  and  the 
nations  afortfaid,  lhall  in  future  be 
a meridean  line  drawn  north  and 
ibuth,  through  a boundary  to  be  e- 
re£led  on  the  fouih  fliore  of  Lake 
Erie,  one  hundred  and  twenty  miles 
due  well  of  the  well  boundary  line’ 
of  the  (late  of  Pcnnfylvania,  ex- 
tendiug  north  until  it  interfedls  the 
boundary  line  of  the  United.States, 
and  extending  fouth  until  it^nter- 
fe6ls  a line  heretofore  eflabliflicd  by 
the  treaty  of  Grenville. 

Art.  III.  The  Indian  nations 
forefaid,  for  the  confideration  of 
friertdlhip  to  the  United  otatts,  and 
the  Turns  of  money  hereinafter  men 
tioned,  to  be  paid  annually  to  the 
Wyandot,  Shawanee  .Munfee  and 
Delaware  nations, have  ceded  and  do . 
hereby  cede  and  reliiujuifii  to  faidU- 
nitedSt.ites  fer  ever.all  the  lands  be- 
onging  to  faid  United  States,  lying 
ea(l  of  the  aforefaid  line,  bounded 
foutherly  and  eaderly  by  the  line 
cllablilhed  by  faid  treaty  of  Gren- 
ville, and  northerly  by  the  northern- 
moll  part  of  the  forty-firft  degree  of 
north  latitude. 

Art.  IV.  The  United  States,  to 
preferve  harmony,  manifell  their 
liberality,  and  in  confideration  of 
the  celTion  made  in  the  preceding  ar- 
ticle, will,  every  year  for  ever  here- 
after, at  Detroit,  or  fome  other  con- 
venient placb,  pay  and  deliver  to  the 
Wyandot,  Munfee  and  Delaware 
nations,  and  t.hofe  of  the  Shawanee 
and  Seiiaca  nations  who  refiJe  with 
the  Wyandots,  the  fum  of  eight 
hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars, 
current  money  of  the  United  States, 
and  the  further  fum  of  one  hundred 
and  feven;y-five  dollars,  making  in 
the  whole  an  annuity  qf  one  thouf- 
anJ  dollars  ; , which  lad  fum  of  one 
hundred  and  ferenty-five  dollars, 
has  been  fecured  to  the  Prefident, 
in  trull  for  faid  nations,  by  the  Con- 
nedlicut  land  company,  and  by  the 
compaAy  incorporated  by  the  name 
of  /*  the  proprietors  of  the  half 
million  of  acres  of  land  lying  fouth 
ot  lake  Erie,  called  Sufferers’  Land,” 
payable  annually  as  aforefaid,  and 
to  be  divided  between  faid  nations, 
from  time  to  time,  in  fuch  proper 
tions  as  faid  nations  with  the  appro- 
bation of  the  Prefident,  lhall  a- 
gree. 

Art.  V.  To  prevent  all  misun- 
derflanding  hereafter,  it  is  to  be  ex- 
plefsly  remembered,  that  the  Otta- 
wa and  Chipawa  nations,  and  fUch 
of  the  Pottawatima  nation  as  refide 
on  the  river  Huron  of  lake  Erie, 
and  in  the  neighborhood  thereof, 
liave  received  from  the  Connedlicut 
land  company,  and  the  company  in- 
corporated by  the  name  of  “the 
proprietors  of  the  half  million  of  a- 
cres  of  lanji  lying  fouth  of  lake  Eric, 
called  Sufferers’  Land,”  the  fum  of 
four  thoufand  dollars  in  hand,  and 
have  fecured  to  the  Prefident  of  the 
United  States,  in  trull  for  them, 
the  further  furp  of  twelve  thoufand 
dollars,  payable  in  fi.x  annual  in- 
flalments  of  two  thoufand  dollars 
each ; which  feveral  fums  is  the 
full  amount  of  tjicir  proportion  of 
the  purchafes  effefled  by  ttfff  trea- 
ty, and  alxaAty  a treaty  with  faid 
coru^nres  be’irwg  evea  date  here- 


with, whicii  proportions  were  a- 
greed  on  and  concluded  by  the 
whole  of  faid  nations  in  their  gener 
al  council  ; which  feveral  lums,  to- 
gether with  two  thoufand  nine  hun- 
dred and  fixteen  dollars  and  li.xtv- 
feven  cents,  fecured  to  the  Prefi- 
dent, to  raife  faid  fum  of  one  hun- 
dred aud  feventy-five  dollars  annui- 
ty as  aforefaid,  is  the  amount  of 
the  confideration  paid  by  the  agents 
of  the  Connedlicut  Referve,  for  the 
ceffion  of  their  lands. 

Art.  VI.  The  faid  Indian  nati 
ons,  parties  to  this  t^atv;  fliall  be 
at  liberty  tofifli  andhun,t  within  the 
territory  and  lands  which  theyfiave 
now  ceded  to  the  U.  S.  fo  long  as 
they  (liall  demean  themfvlves  peace- 
ably.

The  Kentucky  Spanish  Association 

Blount's  Conspiracy,  and  Generql 

Miranda's  Expedition. 

[continued.] 

We  fliall  divert  the  attention  of 
our  readers  a little  in  this  number, 
from  General  Wilkinfon  and  John 
Brown,  to  his  honor  Judge  Seballi- 
an.  It  has  been  related,  that  Scbal- 
tian,  after  a two  year’s  refiJence  in 
New-Orleans,  while  a judge  of  the 
.’Centucky  court,  returned  in  1799. 
Soon  after  his  return,  he  formed  a 
projedl  in  company  with  Dr.  John 
Watkins,  the  prefent  Mayor  of 
Mew-Orleani,  to  draw  a number  of 
the  Kentucky  fettlcrs  into  Louifia- 
na,  doubtlefs,  in  our  opinion,  with 
thedefign  of  rendering  the  connex- 
ion between  this  State  and  the  Spa 
nilli  provinces  more  intimate,  and 
thus  paving  the  way  for  his  friend 
Wilkinfon,  more  eafily  to  effetl  the 
defired  jundlion.  The  following  is 
a verbatim  copy  of  the  original  plan 
drafted  for  this  purpofe,  which  has 
been  afforded  us  by  one  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  company,  for  the  pur- 
pofe of  publication.  This  member
